committee waa the admiarion of new 
members in the places of tboae who had 
,died or redgned since th^ lait meeting 
e( the committee. Martin McOinnis 
';WM elected to represent Montana, vloe 
C. A. Broadwater, deceased; and Ba^ 
B. Gordon to repreeent Virginia, vice 
Senator John M. Barboor, deceased. 
A. M. Delanev was elected to represent 
Alaska. Chairman Brioe made a de- 
tailed repoi-1 yf the work done by the 
iiib<ommitteaX of seven, having in 
charge arraiwe^.ents for the national 
convention. Tins report met with the 
approval of the committee and was 
' nnanimouslv adopted. 

The next business taken up was the 
selection of a chairman to be recommend- 
ed to the national convention for its ap- 
proval. Senator Ransom, of North Car- 
olina, nominated' the Hon. William C. 
Owen, of Kentucky, to that position. 
The nomina^on of Mr. Owen was sec- 

gded in a highly eulogistic speech of 
aery Watters, 0|f Kentucky. He was 
followed in meeches in favor of Mr. 
Owen by H. M. Clayton, of Alabama, 
and C. A Thoraan, of Colonda 
Hon. William L. Wilson, of West Vir- 

gnia, was placed in nomination by O. T. 
olt, of Texas, and Mr. Wilson's nomi- 
nation -woB Eeconded bv Hiram Adkina, 
of Vermont; W. F. Harrity, of Paan- 

Slvania; Michael Doran, of Minnesota, 
id B. G. Wall, of Wisoooain. Thavove 
resulted aa foUowi: Ow«n, 98} Wil- 
son, 20. 

M. F. Tarpey, of California, made a 
motion that the election* of lilr. Owen 
be made 'unanimous. Objection v *s 
raised by Mr. Holt, of Texas, whp gave 
notice to the committee that he would 
make a minority report to the conven- 
tion and contest on the floor of the con- 
vention the election of Mr. Owen as a 
temporary chairman. 

On motion of Mr. Dickson, of the 
. Aistrict of Columbia, the territoxies of 
Hladta and Oklahoma were admitted to 
representation in the convention.

HILL'S CHANCER

Victory. 

ChicaOO, June 21.— With a tenacity 
that waa temarkaUa tbe HiU delegates 
remained faithful to their leader last 

night, and in the face of admissions by 
delegates and Tammany men who were 
not deleafatos that they were beaten, 
went right ahead with their niissionai y 
work. Contfressman Fellows misHed his 
evening meal in order to have some con- 
fidential conferences. Lieutenant (iov- 
emor bheehan still clings to MiKsonn, 
but it is evident that the only hope left 
to Tannnany is to gain Illinois and Kan- 
sas and the major part jof the work is 
being done there. 

When Cliaiiiiian Muqihy was con- 
fronted with Mr. Wliitiii'y's statement 
la*t night that )ie would rortcit any- 
thing that could be iiaiufd if .Air. Cleve- 
land was not nominated on ilii' first bal- 
lot, he said: "Whitnty IS a false and 
bad prophet. Wt> arc nof issuing state- 
ments but we are doing guod work tliut 
will show for itself." 

But Mr. Mnrpliy's cuurage did not ex- 
tend to his followers. Senator Ahearn, 
of New York, nieuil>er uf Tammany, 
paid: "What's the use of talking r We 
bftv9 Cqufht haiH4 and ve acfi. beaten and 



we might as well admit. Tlie np-stafe 
New \ orkers were almost all of the 
opinion that they were out of the race 
and there were many suggestions of 
withdrawal and hopes that Mr. Hill's 
friends would make Mr. davdand's 
nomination unanimous.

Secretary «f State Rice, of New York, 

was heard to My to Dr. David Kennedy, 
of New York, at the door of the com- 
mittee room: "Well, Doctor, we are 

l)eat'-n.'' 

Despite all tlus the Hill men are work- 
ing for votes. 

A delegation was sent out at 9 o'clock 
to see if a few more delegates could not 
be had. In the Illinois case, however, 
failtire evidently met the delegates de- 
spite Mr. Fellows' oratorical efforts, for 
H was admitted late last night that Illi- 
nois would not afford much help, in fact 
would rather help davdaad tliaii the 
Hill side. 

At 8 o'clock this statement was is- 
sued from the he.idquarters of the New 
York Hill delegation: 

In reply to inquiries addressed to us by 
delemtea from states instructed to vote 
for Mr. Qrover Cleveland, of New York, 
the delegates of New York, with a deep 
sense of responsibility to the Democracy of 
the I'nited ^"tares. ai* loiistraiiifd to make 
answiT tfiat in I ur l)ist judgment Mr. 
Cleveland's nomination wouUl inipwril the 
success of the party niid would expoiV It to 
tbe loss of the electorial vote of the state. 
Edwaso Mubpht, Jb., Chairman, 
Cbarlss H. DirBKMT, Secretary. 

Mr. Defreeat said: "This was adopt- 
ed by the delegation without a diasent- 
ing vote. It waa in fast indorsed by 
every delegate'.** 

The temporary excitement which was 
evidimt in the Hill htadqoartera when 
the Gorman break waa aanoonoed dis- 
appeared in a very brief time and the 
leaders were talking of victory again. 
For the first time Mr. Croker hud 
something to say. He and Mr. Murphy 
at 8 o'clock started out to get their din- 
ner and a United Press reporter oanght 
them in the hotel corridor. 

"la it true that New York, while still 
remaining true to Mr. Hill, is in the po- 
sition of conceding Mr. Clevelauu's 
nomination?" was asked. 

"Not at all." said the Tammany 
leader. "Mr. Cleveland can not secure 
enough votes to nominate him on the 
first oallot and after the first ballot he 
will lose. Mr. Hill is in the race to stay 
and a steady gain is noted. We have a 
great many solid delegations that will 
come over m the second ballot.** 

Asked if he would give his estimate 
as to the vote, he said that figures wera 
treacherous things, "btit," he added, 
"Mr. Clevtland can not exceed 600 vot^s 
on the first ballot, and that will axhfost 
his strength." 

Farther than this, he refused to talk. 
Later it was learned that Lieutenant 
Governor Sheehau had made the atata- 
ment to the New York delegates in 
secret session tliat Missouri had secretly 
agreed to vote as a Ixxly for Morrison, 
and that they had sent him an assur- 
ance that they would do so. He whs 
also assured that if thev did, KanF^is 
would folic" thum. and tliis would t«!:<> 
fifty-tour votes from Mr. Cleveland's 
strength, 't w:w on this statement of 
Mr. Shcenan's that the New York dele- 
gation kept up its faith in Mr. Hill's 
chances. 

ILLINOIS DECIDED. 

Thf DeW'Butts Win Cimt ii Soil. I Vote for 
C'levelniKl. 

C|UCAOO, June 21.— The delegates 
firom Illinois will cast its forty-eight 
votes aa a tmit on tlie first ballot for 
Cleveland. In the opinion of the leaders 
of tbe ex-president a candidacy, as ex- 
pressed both before and after the caucus 
of the delegation, this action finally 
settles the question of his nomination. 

The scenes in the Sherman Hooiie bust 
night during the session of the Illinois 
delegation were a vivid reminder of 
those which were enacted at the Lindell 
in 8t. L<n^ four yean ago when the 
New York delegation was called upon to 
decide between Thurman and Qny as 
the vice presidential candidate. "Throngh 
the long corridors on the second floor, 
down the stairway into the lobby, and 
thence out into the street, the people 
were packed in •'a Solid mass. There 
were representatives of a score of dele- 
gations, Cleveland men. Hill men and 
Gorman men, all waiting with the moot 
intese interest the outcome of the cau- 
cus. 

Lieutenant (tovernor Sheehan, of New 
York, sent in a reijuest that his delf ga- 
tion might l)e heard and a reply was re- 
turned that an audience would !)« given 
them in a short time. Then the light 
inside iH'gaii in eaniest. The aiiti- 
C'levclanditfs with a view to testing the 
relative strength of the two factions, 
submitted a luotion that no action on 
tlie questi()n of inn ferenre be taken un- 
til morning. Tlie previous (luestiou 
was ordered, and like a fiawli the r<'so- 
lution was defeated by a vote of "Ji 
to Iti. 

Determined to follow up their advan- 
tage, the Clevelandite, through .lames 
H. Eckels, of < )ttawa. who was stenog- 
raplii.'r to Daniel Laiiuiiit wlien the lat- 
ter was p'ivate secntary to (irovor 
Cleveland, at Albany, submitted a reso- 
lution endorsing the e.\ presiddit and in- 
strui ting the delegation from Illinois to 
vote for him on the hrst ballot as a unit. 

TliH last name had barely vott-d on 
the resolution when the sai i<eant-at- 
jirms poked his head out of the dour aiKl 
announced to the waiting crowd, ••:!7 
for Cleveland, 11 against." 

A cheer went up from those in the 
immediate nriuhl t i Imod, and like a 
Hash the message wt nt through tbe 
crowded conidor aii<l li'ldiy and down 
to Uie titreeti '.'Cleveland, g&in (he^ dele- 



gation," and the hundreds that had been 
nn.xiouslv awaiting the nawa icattared 

to spread it far ond wide. 

In the meantime the Sheehan delega- 
tion, disgus'^ed with its long wait, had 
left the scene, the lieutenant governor 
going to hi£ hotel, while his colleagues 
went upstairs to pay a friendly visit to 
Senator Palmer. The sergeant-at-arms 
once more poked his head out of the 
door and called for Sheehan, but there 
was no response, and so it was decided 
that Cong.-essman Bacon should be 
given the courtesy of a hearir jf. 

Althougu somewhat chagnned that 
the vote should have been taken first 
and his views sought afterwtird. Con- 
gressman Baker made a vigororis speei*b, 
nut which was in the main a repitition 
of the Cleveland ar^ment. 

The spec h was listened to attentive- 
ly, but wlien :Mr. Bacon concluded it 
was vote<\ to i)roceed to the selection of 
committeemen.

Th*y Will S|||)|Miit CIt'Vflniiil, ;«ii<l Witnt

Chk A(ii>. .Jime 21. — Tlie ticket will be 
Cleveland ;md Gray. This is what ttia 
Indiana delegation believe and expect 
after ttieir action of yesterday evening. 
Pursuant to adjournment from Satur- 
day the delegates met at 4 o'clock to de- 
termine de: nitely whether or not the 
name of Governor Gray should be pre- 
sented to the convetition as a candidate 
for the presidential nomination. 

When the nieeiing was called 
to order ax^Oongressman Lamb, 
one of tha leaaUng Oraj bmu, 

addreoned the delegates. He »aid that 
he and those who believed with him had 
coma to Chicago expecting under the in- 
structions given tnein. to present the 
name of Gray to the convention as a 
candidate for the ptciiilential nomina- 
tion, and he bMieved that all the dele- 
gates of tbe staff would join thein. But 
the luiiiui ii \ per -isteutly refused to 
enroll tlK ii.^ l .c-. as sujiporters of Gray, 
and the majority, st-cing this, and recog- 
nizing fuitiier that a majority of the 
dcb'gHtcs to file convention desired the 
nomination of I'levelaiid, for tlie pnr- 
jiose of secrring liainionv and unitynn 
the Democriitic jiarty in Indiana he and 
his friends, a majoiity of the delegation, 
had d^H-ided to yield their convictinns to 
those of the minnrity. He tlierefore 
moved that the < hairman of the delega- 
tion be m^trni ted to cast the thirty 
votes of luihaiia as a unit for Crrovor 
Cleveland. 

Wilbont any discussion the motion 
was ado]itcd by a unanimous vote.

COOLIN G TH€ CAPITOL. 

StAtciimanalitp Munt Knt FIhh Away In 
PcmplrHtlon. 

Washinoto:';. June 21.— It is ac- 
knowledged thnt WnshiHgton is one of 
the most beautiful cities in the whole 
world. Its wide thoronghfares, lined 
with hands<nne reddanoea, and the 
white marble of the government build- 
ings, justly claim for it the title of 
"Paris of America." But Washington 
is not only beautifal. It lies in a climate 
never too cold in winter, and very 
seldom to warm in summer. The deru 
in government employ are alwajrs cool 
looking, atid. not without reaeon for 
the buildings are the coolest of anv of 
the structures in the same latitude. I'he 
Capitol eapefdally, possesaes this great 
comfort and the cool fsnihyrB that softly 
creep through the legislative halls and 
comdors blow the perspiration ftom off 
the heated brow of Tom Read, ud keep 
Jerry Himpeon's feet on** daow oooler 
than thev wot)ld naturally bau he wore 
socks. Tnia la brought about by eighteen 
fana, wkidi an constantly revolving in 
the basement below tha house 
and senate floors. The thickness 
of tha waUa also has a great 
deal to do Wltilkaeping the Capitol at a 
low ttimperature in the summer and at a 
moderately high temperature in winter. 
Tha mm who are responsible for this 
cold air M» OUif Engineer William Loa- 
man and fete aariatant, Mr. H. W. Tay- 
lor. Both at* vary affaUa gentlemen 
and will show atraafm all the sights in 
thereon nadir tM legishitive halls. 
Mr. Taylor haa ban working in the 
Canitol for aboot alavan years and can 
tell many intereeting stones. The man- 
ner in which the air is forced into the 
hallB aadjoonMoracan beat ha told inhis 
own words. Re saids 

••Alviut fifteen years ago a commission 
was appointed by tha two houses for the 
pui-pose of malong actual tests on this 
subject in order that the house and sen- 
ate might be supplied with pure cold air. 
After a good deal of trouble the commit- 
tee succeeded in locating a tower in the 
grounds as far firom the street as possible 
to avoid the dust constantsly arising. 
The tower was built. It was found 
that at thirty feet from the .earth 
the air was free from dust and smoke, 
and that , the greater distance the air 
went below. the surface a lower tem- 
iierature was attained in summer and a 
higher one in winter. The tower is sit- 
uated about 600 feet from the Capitol 
and has been made an ornamental feat- 
ure of the gvouiida. As the air comes 
through a iHutsajjeway connected with 
the tower it is whirled round and round 
by the fans and finally sent through a 
coil of yijteti nearly seven miles long. 
These pipes are so arranged that the 
temiierature can be raised in winter and 
lowered in summer. In conse(juence a 
uniform tcmjierature can lie iinuntained 
at all times. The air is inoistene<l after 
pa.ssing through the coils by evapora- 
tion. The speed of the engines whicli 
run the fans are changed to correspoml 
with the number of people in the 
hall. When the hall is crowdeil the 
speed is increased so an to keej* uj) the 
supply of ptire, cold air to .sixty feet jier 
mmnte. The air is forced inUi" the hall 
through a large register in the floor, and 
through smaller registers into the cor- 
ridoi's and committee rooms. \ itiat«'d 
air is remove*! by means of another fan. 
which has a capacity of bi.xty-three feet 
per minute, just a little less than tlie 
amount of nir forced in. Ves. sir, it is 
pretty warm down here, but to be cool 
some one must ho kt ;.t warm, and we 
are the ones who make the Capitol such 
a delightful place tha whola year 
around.''

By the American railways rnnning 
from ( tfidenshnrg, and C.swe^^o and 
other American ports thi' sliijipers ])aid 
the full twenty centa a t.in while iji 
effect.s those hy the way of Mc^ntreal pay 
cnly two cents. It was imderstood tliat tb« 
Canadian commissioners would see to 
the withdrawal of this discrimination. 

From tlie report of Mr. John Fo.ster, 
who was witli Secretary Blaine at the 
confeiciice of tlie ciimmissioners, it is 
hhown that the n unniissioners declaro 
thib bt.'itemfcnt due.-- not cuutorm to their 
understamliiiK. and that the only as- 
Ftirance they Ijad intended to give waa 
that the complaint of the United States 
government should lie taken into con- 
mderation by the Canadian mlaiatry on 

their return to Otbiwa. 

B<.tli Mr. Bhiine and Mr. Foster un- 
(lert-tooil that the ('anadian c oinmistion- 
ers would rescind tlie discriminating 
canal rates. Instead of .-uch diH<,'rinn- 
naticm beinir rescinded the jiresident 
Hays in his uiessai;e that upon return of 
the commissicjners from Washington on 
April 4, the Canadian ministry reissued, 
without any communication with tl)is 
government, the order continuing the 
Oiscriniination by which a rebate of 
eighteen cents a ton is allowed upon 
grain going to ^lontreal, but not to 
American ports, aiel refusing this re- 
bate even ti> grain goinj; to >^9}itreal if 
transhipped at an ,iynencan port. 

The president, in concluding, saye 
the orders as to canal tolls and rebates 
are in direct violation of the treaty of 
Ibll. and W"ul 1 si»em appropriate that if 
congreKs, if the view held by the execu- 
tive is aippn ved. >hinild take* such atepe 
as may be n.-. . --ai V to aeonre tha Jnat 
right of (iur ciiizc us.
